G. Stratton today com­ 
muted the 99 y ear kidnap sentence 
of Rogei (The Terrible) Touhy to 
72 years and thus cleared the way 
for release of the ex-Chicago boot 
logger and ganstcr from prison in 
August, 1959. 


Under the com mutation, Touhy, 
who has served 24 years in prison, 
will be eligible for parole on the 
99-year kidnap term in February, 
1958. 


If that parole is granted he then 
will be required to serve a six 
month 
“ institutional 
parole” 
in 
prison, then to start serving the 
three-years rem aining on a 199 
y ear prison escape sentence 
Touhy would be eligible for pa 
role on the prison escape sentence 
in August, 1959, after serving a 
m inim um of one third of it. 
Stratton last July 31 commuted 
the 
199-year sentence 
to three 
years. 
In com muting the kidnap term 
today Stratton said “ the pardon 
board reports that Roger Touhy 
has m ade a good adjustment and 
that no protest has been voiced by 
the trial judge, sta te’s attorney, or 
complaining witnesses” in either 
the kidnap or prison escape cases 
Stratton ^aid ‘‘The sentence in
